“Goodwill toward Men’’ 

Canadians Gelebrate this Christmas season with the 
knowledge that the head of their government has just 
resigned, If reaction to his resignation can be judged by 
comments of Westerners in recent years, (both in our 
news media and from that faverite fellow of our times 
“the man inthe street’’), Then Albertans must be thinking 
‘good riddance’, 


Unfortunately the provincial and often short-sighted 
thinking of Westerners {s also reflected in their attitude 
to the Bicultural and Bilingual report recently released, 
Western thinking generally appears to be ‘‘if Quebec 
doesn’t like us, let her secede from Confederation - and 
again ‘Good riddance’’, Should we really take the attitude 
that there is nothing reasonable or good in the position 
taken by the Quebecois? 

It might be well for Westerners to consider whether 
they can understand and work with people in other parts 
of Canada and the world without a larger measure of 
goodwill toward men’’, Unfortunately looking after our 
own won’t cover the concept, Giving a used coat to the 
Salvation Army or taking a bowl of soup to a sick 
neighbor gives a warm glow of self-satisfaction with a 
minimum of effort, 


But it takes real courage to take the massive barrage 
of criticism that Mike Pearson has taken for making 
‘goodwill toward men’’ a prime motivation in his fight 
for Canadian unity, That kind of attack is what extending 
real ** goodwill toward men*’ is Liable to cost someone 
who really believes In its worth, 

Abraham Lincoln fighting to hold the North and South 
together, took the same kind of bitter criticism from his 
colleagues and many of his people, who ‘elt he was on 
the wrong track and granting too much tothe North, Only 
later generations recognized his greatness, 

This is also atime of an austerity budget - so western- 
ers are screaming against Mr, Pearson’s government 
policy that we continue our ald to underdeveloped 
nations with starving people, At the same time they 
are preparing for holiday feasts, parties and gifts, 

Perhaps as we westerners go through this Christmas 
season we should do some hard thinking on what 
‘Goodwill towards men’’ really means,

Two Million 
Tons to China 


The sale of two million 
long tons of Canadian wheat 
to China has been announced 
by Trade Minister Robert 
Winters, 

A sales contract with 
mainland China to provide 
for the export of two mil- 
lion long tons of wheat, five 
per cent more or less to 
be shipped from January 
through October, 1968, 

This contract is under the 
provisions of the third long 
term agreement with China, 
and consists of 1, 2 and 3 
Northern wheat and a small 
quantity of Duram wheat, 

Assuming that full toler- 
ance is taken, the sale a- 
mounts to 78,4 million bush- 
els, 

As in the previous con- 
tracts, payment terms for 
sales under the long term 
agreement are 25 per cent 
cash when each vessel is 
loaded, and the balance of 
75 per cent in 18 months, 
with interest, The deferred 
payment provision is made 
possible by @ guarantee to 
the Canadian Wheat Board 
by the Government of

Park By Card 


In Old Swedish City 


Visby on island in the Baltic 
first in the world with mo- 
dern Park System 

Visby is one of the oldest 
cities in Sweden and also one 
of the most beautiful relics 
of a rich and glorious past, 
Clearly, it would be nothing 
short of sacrilege to mar the 
picturesque, winding cobble 
stoned streets and lanes with 
such unaesthetic automats 
as parking meters, Car 
registry, having mushroo- 
med in Sweden during the 
last decade, almost as rap- 
idly as in Canada, brings 
many a headache to con~ 
scientious city administra- 
tors, The ones who govern 
Visby, recently found that 
they, too, would have to do 
something about the parking 
problem, Only, no meters! 

According to the Public 
Relations Department of 
Scandinavian Airlines, the 
solution they came up with is 
as simple and attractive to 
the motorist as it ls reward- 
ing to the lovers of ancient, 
scenic views, ‘Park System’ 
a Swedish tnvention that has 
been patented throughout the 
workd, is now tn use in Visby 
which has thus become the 
first city in the world to 
check car parking without 
the use of ugly parking 
meters, The ingenious kiea 
is based upon a slim and 
neat card, clearly printed 
and easy to read, The mot- 
orist marks the month, day 
hour and minute on the card 
as the car is parked, Placed 
on the inside of the side 
window of the car, the card 
can be checkad instantly, 
Cards are soki in packs of 
twenty for the half-hour ele- 
ment and ten for full-hour 
parking, Thirty minutes, by 
the way, costs only 25 Swe- 
dish oere, roughly the eqil- 
valent of 5 cents, 

Vieby is very likely the 
only Swedish city which was 
not too affected by the natioa 
wide treffie reform, which 
went into effect on Sept, 5, 
when left-hand driving was 
abolished in favor of right- 
hand practice, The reason Is 
that all Viaby streets are so 
narrow that only one-way 
traffic is allowed, 

Obviously, both the city 
fathers and the Visby (ax- 
payers are benefitting from 
the smart and simple idea, 
There are no clumsy meters 
to ruin and still camera or 
film camera shot, and oo 
costs have had to be borne 
for the automats, for their 
installation, maintenance, 
write-off and interest on the 
tavestment, 

For the motorist, “Park 
System’ offers the bonus of 
permitting parking first in 
one place, then in another 
within the allotted time ele- 
ment, The local ontinance 
now reads: ‘Should thetime 
marked upon the card not be 
fully consumed, the remain- 
der may be used In another 
parking space," 

According to a report pub- 
lished in Sweden some years 
ago, about 75 per cent of all 
parking, concerns less than 
30 minutes, For his 5 cents 
the motorist can thus - and 
only In Visby, so far-really 
profit from a friendly, highly 
sophisticated system, He 
may, for instance, also park 
his car in the evening and 


mark the card for parking 
during the next day, In the 
case of a full day’s parking, 
the car may be left in the 
evening and picked up in the 
morning of the second day, 
The cost is still only that 
for one day, 

Few places in Sweden at- 
tract as many tourists as 
the old Hanseatic City of 
Visby, Its quaint medieval 
ruins, its abundance of roses 
in the summer, and its many 
modern conveniences, make 
it a featured stop-over for 
deluxe cruiso liners, Those, 
who from now on come there 
from the mainland bringing 
their cars, will undoubtedly 
ba pleased to find that anti- 
quity, as far as scenery and 
history are concerned, does 
not necessarily mean lack of 
advanced city administra- 
tlon, 


Fort Walsh--A Tribu 


Nestled in the Cypress 
Hills of southern Alberta 
is Fort Walsh, 

Fort Walsh was built dur- 
ing the eari summer of 
1875 after Superintendent J, 
M, Walsh of the North West 
Mounted Police had been 
hearing persistent rumors 
of the lawlessness in the 
Cypress Hills area, On May 
15, 1875, Walsh, heading 
Troop “B’ and with Jerry 
Potts acting as a guide, 
set out for the area, On 
June 7th, 1875 the party 
reached the headwaters of 
Battle Creek, Walsh and his 
men chose this as the site 
for the new post, In six 
weeks, Fort Walsh was a 
reality, 

The name of James Mor- 
row Walsh is engraved deep- 
ly in the historical fabric 
of the North West Mounted 
Police (later RNWMP and 
RCMP), It is a name en- 
deared by many Albertan 
oldtimers and by their des-

cendents, 

Yo the Sioux, Walsh was 
“‘Wahonkeza’’ « ‘Walsh, the 
Invincible’, Indians. of 
southern Alberta cal- 
led Walsh, “The White 
Forehead Chief’’, 

June 25, 1876, Sitting 
Bull's Sioux annihilated 
Custer and his U,S, 7th Cav- 
alry at the Little Big Norn, 
Montana, This incident 
prompted the 89 men posted 
at Fort Walsh to keep an 
“‘eagle eye’’ on the Sioux 
movements, The Sioux lod- 
ges began appearing on 
Canadian soll, In May, 1877 
Sitting Bull himself crossed 
the “Medicine Line’', Walsh 
wasted no time, He arranged 
a ‘‘pow-wow’’ with Sitting 
Bull at the Sfoux camp, Sit- 
ting Bull said, ‘‘l have bur- 
fed my weapons,’' Walsh 
Spent the night at the camp, 
As he was preparing to leave 
the following morning, three 
American Assiniboines rode 
into camp with five stolen

horses (identified by police 
scouts)!! Walsh's prompt 
handling of the incident awed 
the Sioux, ‘The White Fore- 
head Chief’’ (as Walsh was 
widely known) handled sit- 
vation afer situation with 
typical tact and promptness, 
Tales of his deeds and ad- 
ventures live on in our re- 
pertoire of Alberta legend, 

To Walsh, Fort Walsh was 
more than a police fort, It 
was more than a headquar- 
ters to work from, Walsh 
loved the land and loved it 
dearly, On May 21, 1890, 


orth West Mounted Police 


he wrote in a letter to his 
daugiter in Ontario, desert- 
bing an Assiniboine camp in 
the regton: 

**Two hundred and fifty 
lodges fringed by young cot- 
tonwood trees . . a beauti- 
ful plateau , , a little str- 
eam running along its base, 
grass as green as late May 
vegetation could make it, . 
not a sound" 

The restoration of the “N, 
W.M,P, trail Wood Mountain 
to Fort Walsh 1875-1912" 
is a fitting tribute to this 
unforgettable man, 


Here's a bright new idea in decora- 
tion!

Take fresh, thin-skinned, nicely 
shaped oranges and pierce holes in 
the peel in zig-zag patterns.

Into the holes, insert whole 
cloves, covering as much as possible 
of the skin area. Then, press cin 
namon all over and wrap pomanders 
individually in tissue paper. Hang 
up in net bags or old stockings to 
dry.
